Take Census Of 


Plans for the forthcoming cen- 
sus of American business have 
been completed according to Di- 
rector of the Census, William L. 
Austin, and the 16,000 supervisors 
and enumerators have begun their 
duties in every section of the 
United States. 

Funds for this important un- 
dertaking will be furnished by the 
Civil Works Administration. The 
census will cover every retail and 
wholesale organization and mos. 
service and amusement businesses, 
and will furnish the first accurate 
measurement of the effect of the 
depression on these businesses. lh 
will be extremely valuable to com- 
pare such basic data as employ- 
ment, salaries and wages, tota, 
business, and expenses during a 
year of depression (1983) with 
those obtained in a year of pros- 
perity (1929). 

The Census of Business will af- 
ford temporary employment to 
approximately one person for 
every 140 business establishments 
in the United States. It is ex- 
pected to canvass over two and a 
quarter million establishments. 
Every town and city will, no 
doubt, share in the employment 


opportunities afforded by this 
nationwide enumeration. It is 
calculated to provide over two 


and one-half million man-hours of 
employment. These. employees 


will be recruited through the local 
Uni 


d States 


To make it possible to complete 
the work in the field by Febru- 
ary 15, 1984, and to enable busi- 
ness men to supply the informa- 
tion readily, a simple question- 
naire has been prepared of but 
eight questions on a single sheet. 

These questions call for an ac- 

curate description of the business 
established canvassed, the kind of 
merehandise handled or service 
offered for sale, the principal 
functions performed, the em- 
ployment given during the year 
1983 to men and women on a 
part-time and full time basis, the 
salaries and wages paid to such 
employees, other operating ex- 
penses incurred, the net sales o1 
other operating receipts of th:

After all, the 
consumer is the foundation stone 
of our entire business structure, 
according to Director Apustin. All 
planning must therefore be based 
on that foundation, concerning 
which accurate konwledge ix  es- 
sential.
